As of late Thursday afternoon, Edwards said all 27 applicants had been 
notified that the first step in their beer-wine licensing procedure had been 
completed. The applicants must now pick up the forms from the City of 
Plano and present them at the County Clerk’s office in McKinney. 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. will then call hearings on the ap­ 
plications for not less than five days nor more than IO days from the time 
they are received in the County Clerk’s office. A date has not yet been set for 
those hearings.

Deputies Foil Escapes 
County on Lookout for Jailbreaks 


Everyone wants to go home for 
Christmas—even inmates in the Collin 
County Jail. 
Sheriff’s deputies foiled one at­ 
tempted escape earlier this week and 
were on the lookout for a second, 
unconnected 
escape 
attem p t 
yesterday 
According to Chief Deputy Royce 
Abbott, a “source” informed the 
deputies that a jailbreak attem pt 
would be made early this week by 
three inm ates accused of aggravated 
robbery. The source told Abbott that 
the prisoners planned to jump a jailer, 
steal his keys and escape. 


The attem pt was made, but extra 
deputies at the scene were able to 
subdue the prisoners and prevent the 
escape. 
On T hursday, Abbott received 
sim ilar information “in the same 
m anner” that another escape attempt 
would 
be 
m ade.

Department was told by an informant 
that friends of William L. Coppola, 33, 
of Sherman, would “storm the jail and 
break him out.” 


The friends of the accused armed 
robber-kidnaper did m ake an ap­ 
pearance at the jail but made no at­ 
tempt at violence.

necessity of accurate reports and 
booking procedures. 
O ther subjects taught in-house 
include methods and activity of the 
Criminal Investigation Divison and 
Juvenile 
Section, 
courtroom 
testimony, preservation of evidence, 
city ordinances, taping intoxicated 
drivers and weapons handling. 


Kinsey said the curriculum of the 
school will be constantly reviewed and 
revised When veteran officers begin 
taking the course, the annual range 
firing qualification and physical 
agility test will be included 
The first class of veterans will take 
the training in late January or early 
February The squad assigned to take 
the fourth platoon or swing shift will 
be detailed to the school for a week. 


There will be no grades, according 
to Kinsey The school is intended to 
refresh the training of veteran of­ 
ficers and allow them to hear about

Although exams will be given, the 
results will be used to grade the in­ 
structors In this way the departm ent 
hopes to build a

When rookies take the program , 
their session will be followed by six 
weeks with a training officer to gain

The training officer grades the 
rookie weekly and submits a monthly 
report to the chief. These reports are a 
prime part of the decision process on 
whether to keep the rookie after his 
six months probation is up 
The rookie is only certified after he 
has spent six months in active service. 
Kinsey believes that this intensive and 
extended training program will give

A graduate of Baylor University 
and Law School, White resigned his 
appointed position as secretary of 
state to pursue the attorney general 
post. This is the first time he has run 
for public office. 
During his five-year tenure as 
secretary of state, the Henderson 
native was the only Texan and the 
youngest 
person 
ever 
elected 
president of the National Association 
of Secretaries of State. 
He also 
supervised the first state-supported 
voter 
reg istratio n 
drive 
which 
produced a 
record 
6.3 
m illion 
registered voters in 1976. 
O ther accom plishm ents include 
providing a toll-free telephone service 
for election law information and 
establishing a 
24-hour year-round 
system for accepting telephone 
inquiries in 
the 
office; 
securing 
legislativ e passage of m easures 
making it easier to prosecute election 
law violations; and, enacting more 
than 40 significant revisions to the 
Texas Election Code. 
One of the accomplishments White 
claims to be most proud of is that he 
returned to the state treasury more 
than $4.2 million—one out of every 
four dollars appropriated. 
“ I'm a private citizen first and I’m 
a taxpayer first,” he explained. “ I 
don’t believe in spending money just 
because you have it. 
“ I also believe in preventive law,” 
White continued. “We can keep the 
state out of trouble before it gets into 
it. We can avoid a lot of extra expense 
if we can advise the heads of agen­ 
c ie s....how 
to 
avoid 
law su its.”

Plano police have established a 
mini-academy here to upgrade the 
departm ent. 
The first class for seven rookies was 
held this week. Subsequent sessions 
will be held for veteran officers as 
well as for rookies coming out of the 
regional academy. 
Operated by the North Central 
Texas Council of Governments, the 
regional 
school 
provides 
basic 
training in all areas of law en­ 
forcement. 
Plano requires its new officers to 
complete 385 hours at the academy 
which draws instructors from the 


Federal 
Bureau of 
Investigation, 
Department of Public Safety, Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearm s and 
all member law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
Chief Duane Kinsey believes that 
the regional concept is essential, 
because the academy can attract 
quality teachers. He also points out 
that no single department could afford 
to 
offer 
the 
training 
which 
a 
cooperative effort can produce. 
“ The academ y 
is very 
good,” 
Kinsey comments, “ but by its very 
nature it is general We’ve started a 
local class to give our officers a week 
of specialized training.” 


The session is designed to teach the 
new officer “how things are done in 
Plano and Collin County.” Officers 
concentrate on local policy, general 
orders and procedural orders. 
District Attorney Tom O’Connell is 
the only guest instructor for the 
course. He explained how his office 
operates and what it needs to “ m ake” 
a case.

Symptoms of mistletoe 
poisoning 
may 
include 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, 
possible 
stomach 
pain, 
uneven 
and 
reduced 
breathing, and delirium 
Other 
symptoms 
are 
possible 
hallucinations, 
sweating, convulsions and 
heart collapse. 
The number and severity 
of symptoms depend on 
amount of mistletoe eaten, 
body weight, amount ab­ 
sorbed by the body, and 
other factors. 
There is less chance of 
severe symptoms if the 
victim gets proper treat­ 
ment 
immediately. 
A 
hospital or physician’s office 
can do the best job but home 
treatment 
can 
help 
somewhat if these facilities 
are not readily available. 
Home treatment consists 
mainly of making the victim 
vomit as soon as possible 
after eating mistletoe— 
unless the person is un­ 
conscious or 
is 
having 
convulsions. Do not induce 
vomiting under those cir­ 
cumstances. 
Give the victim water or 
milk 
before 
inducing 
vomiting. Various methods 
to make a person vomit 
include giving syrup of 
ipecac (available without a 
prescription at many drug 
stores), placing a finger or 
spoon at the back of the 
victim’s throat or giving two 
teaspoons of salt in a glass of 
warm water. 
When vomiting is about to 
start, place the victim facing 
down with the head lower 
than the hips.

Toy Guns Christmas Hazard; 
Can Blind Careless Children 


Giving a child a BB gun or 
air rifle this Christmas is 
giving that child a license to 
blind, says the Texas Society 
for the Prevention of Blind­ 
ness which warns that these 
and 
other 
projectiles— 
blowguns, darts and dart 
guns, bows and arrows and 
slingshots—are not toys but 
weapons with an inherent 
hazard to eyesight built into 
their very function. 
An estimated 1,288 cases of 
eye injury caused by air- and 
spring-operated guns, in­ 
cluding BB, were treated in 
hospital emergency rooms 
across the United States 
during 1976, according to a 


survey reported to the 
National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness, the 
Texas 
Society's 
parent 
organization. 
This total does not include 
those 
unreported 
cases 
treated outside the hospital. 


During a recent survey of 
Texas 
ophthalmologists 
concerning 
fireworks-re- 
lated eye injuries, several 
suggested that pellet and BB 
guns cause far more injury 
than fireworks. 


“ Why not do a survey 
concerning BB guns? I see 
far more injuries and lost 
eyes from them all year 


long,” 
wrote 
one 
ophthalmologist. 
“ Please pay some at­ 
tention to pellet and BB gun 
injuries. 
The 
kids 
are 
shooting at each other and at 
passing cars. I ’m sure eyes 
are injured this way,” wrote 
another. 
In 
addition 
to 
these 
projectiles, inappropriately 
selected toys—those capable 
of shattering and igniting, 
those with detachable parts, 
sharp edges and points and 
exposed springs and gears— 
cause many of the estimated 
167,000 eye injuries to school- 
age children each year. 
The Texas Society for the 


Prevention of Blindness 
stresses that the m ajor 
responsibility for toy-related 
eye accidents and eye loss 
rests with parents. 
Proper supervision should 
be given to all children with 
optentially dangerous toys, 
particularly the projectiles. 
Parents should call these 
“ weapons" and should offer 
the training, supervision and 
precautions weapons use 
demands, the Society warns. 
“ Toys mishandled by tiny 
or inexperienced hands can 
turn the joy of this holiday 
season 
into 
trag ed y ," 
claim ed 
the 
blindness 
prevention group. 


Not A Relic-Hunter 
Puzzle Solves Past 


“ It's like solving a puz­ 
zle," 
Bill Richmond, a 
chemical engineer, said. 
He wasn’t talking about 
engineering, though. He was 
speaking of his hobby, 
amateur archeology. 
Like professionals in the 
field, amateur archeologists 
are trying to find clues to 
piece together a picture of 
past cultures. 
Amateur archeology is 
frequently mistaken for relic 
hunting, said Dr. E. Mott 
Davis, a professional ar­ 
cheologist and a professor of 
anthropology 
at 
The 
University of Texas 
at 
Austin. Actually, however, it 
is much closer to what Dr. 
Davis does as a profession. 
“ Archeology is in the 
business of finding out what 
people did,” Dr. Davis ex­ 
plained. “ Not just what they 
made, which is what relic 
hunters are interested in." 
Archeologists see and 
record not only objects, but 
how they are found and the 


relationship they have to 
their surroundings. The 
purpose, Dr. Davis said, is to 
be able to reconstruct the 
situation 
three 
dimen­ 
sionally on paper after ex­ 
cavation. 
Because, even as an ar­ 
cheologist is digging through 
layers 
of dirt 
to 
find 
evidence of past cultures, he 
is destroying much of the 
evidence. 
Amateur 
archeologists 
have contributed a great 
deal to the effort of un­ 
derstanding and recording 
the past, Dr. Davis said. 
Relic hunters, however, 
have done little but destroy 
valuable archeological sites 
before trained people have 
been able to excavate and 
record the nonrenewable 
evidence. 
“ I can’t overemphasize 
the 
destruction 
by 
pot 
hunters,” Dr. Davis said. 
Since 
archeological 
evidence is just like legal 
evidence, tire skids for

example, once it is erased 
there is no more evidence, 
Dr. Davis said. By the very 
act 
of 
picking 
up 
an 
arrowhead, relic hunters are 
destroying evidence. 
Responsible 
amateur 
archeologists with a sincere 
interest and curiosity about 
the past contribute a great 
deal to the science, Dr. 
Davis said. 
The 
annual 
bulletin 
published by the Texas 
Archeological Society, the 
majority of whose members 
are amateurs, is a respected 
scholarly journal. 
“ I knew it as an un­ 
dergraduate at Harvard,” 
Dr. Davis recalled. 
The society itself is one of 
the oldest and most highly 
regarded in the country. 
Established in 1928, it has as 
its aim to encourage the 
study of archeology and to 
publish 
results 
of 
ar­ 
cheological 
research 
in 
Texas and adjacent areas. 
Although archeology is a 
technical 
hobby, 
like 
amateur astronomy, and a 
responsibility is attached to 
it, it’s fun and an activity the 
whole family can enjoy. 
Richmond, a regional vice 
president of TAS, became 
interested in the hobby about 
15 years ago when his son 
was young. As a member of 
TAS, he and his family have 
participated in the society’s 
annual field schools, where 
amateurs 
learn 
the 
techniques and skills of 
excavating archeological 
sites. 
Dr. Davis described the 
school as a family camping 
experience. 
Professional 
archeologists are hired to 
direct the excavation and 
write a report afterward. 
More experienced members 
help train novices. 
Most digging, Dr. Davis 
said, requires an organized 
team. Richmond agreed. 
After 15 years, he said, he 
knows enough about ar­ 
cheology “ to keep my hands 
out of things." 


What 
many 
amateurs 
attempt alone is surface 
surveying. This is an ex­ 
tremely important service to 
the science because it in­ 
volves finding sites, making 
a record of them and 
reporting them to the Texas 
Archeological 
Research 
Laboratory at 
Balcones 
Research Center, Dr. Davis 
said. 
“ A lot of people make a 
hobby of just recording sites 
and 
don’t 
do 
any 
ex­ 
cavation," Dr. Davis said. 
“ Sites are disappearing so 
fast that in many areas there 
won’t be many left in 20 
years.” 


Richmond, who has done 
his share of site surveying, 
said you find clues to the 
puzzle by looking for objects 
that 
wouldn’t 
occur 
naturally—river pebbles in a 
flat limestone field, for 
example. 
It’s not difficult to get 
started as an amateur ar­ 
cheologist. 
Dr. Davis and Richmond 
recommend working with 
someone who is already 
experienced. The easiest 
way to do that is to join an 
organized group, such as the 
Texas 
Archeological 
Society. 


Also, 
Richmond 
said, 
reading books like Thomas 
R. Hester’s “ Field Methods 
in Archeology" and “ Indians 
of Texas: From Prehistoric 
to Modern Times," by W W. 
Newcomb, director of UT’s 
Texas Memorial Museum, is 
helpful. 
The actual tools needed for 
amateur archeology are few. 
Dr. Davis said a notebook 
and pencil are essential. A 
camera is useful, but not 
necessary. 
As for the amateur, what 
attributes does he or she 
need? The ability to take 
detailed notes, a liking for 
the 
outdoors, 
and 
a 
dedication 
to 
the 
con­ 
servation of evidence of past 
peoples, Dr. Davis said. 
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New Spray Turns Plants On 


The Backyard, Gardner

By this time of year many 
backyard gardeners are be­ 
ginning to m iss their home­ 
grown, freshly picked salad 
vegetab les. So often 
the 
supermarket offerings seem 
quite pallid in comparison to 
the robust, fresh flavors we 
become used to throughout 
the growing season. 
One such garden delicacy is 
the home-grown cucumber, 
fresh from the vine 
A very important vegetable 
in these days 
of 
weight- 
watching, the cucumber is 
high in minerals while low in 
calories. It is a versatile 
vegetable, good in salads, cut 
in sticks for a vegetable dip, 
m arinated 
in 
French 
dressing with zucchini sticks, 
cut into jellied salads. 
Originating in India and 
China, cucumbers are known 
to have been used by man for 
about 3,000 years. Columbus 
introduced them to America. 
Cucumbers do need a long, 
warm growing season; how­ 
ever, home gard en ers in 
short-season areas can over­ 
come this problem by select­ 


ing early varieties and start­ 
ing the seed indoors. 
One catalog recommends 
that 
home gardeners fold 
seeds in damp paper towels, 
and when the cucumber seeds 
have sprouted, transplant 
them to peat pots for three 
weeks, then set outdoors. The 
important thing with cucum­ 
ber seedlings is not to disturb 
the roots while transplanting 
them. For this reason, plant 
only one sprouted seed to 
each peat pot and do not 
squish the peat pot, tear out 
its bottom, or otherwise m an­ 
handle it while transplanting 
it outdoors. 
For those of you who prefer 
to sow cucumber seed direct­ 
ly in the ground, remember 
that cucumber seed will not 
germinate in cold ground. It 
must be at least 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
(la 
degrees 
Celsius). 
It is a good idea to choose 
cucumber varieties from a 
catalog. In this way you will 
be able to choose the ones 
that suit your needs. Also, 
you can note the disease 


tolerEince of each variety. For 
exrmple, those of you living 
in damp, foggy regions would 
likely look for types listed as 
mildew-resistant. 


P lanting 
ra d ish es, 
na­ 
sturtium s, 
or 
m arigolds 
among the cucumbers will 
help 
discourage 
cucumber 
beetles. I.ay a mulch around 
the young plants — straw is 
good — to keep the fruit 
clean, in much the sam e way 
as you do for strawberries. 


Most catalogs separate 
their listings of cucumbers 
into categories according to 
their uses. The fresh eating 
cucum bers are listed , or 
table varieties as they are 
som etim es called, or slicing 
cucumbers. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
chemical spray that has in­ 
creased crop production by 
20 to 50 percent in field tests, 
according to its producers, is 
about to go on the retail 
market. 
The 
secret 
chem ical 
formula will be marketed 
under two names—Bio-Cat 
Sure Grow for large-scale 
application on farms, and 
Super Dew for the housewife 
or even for the greenskeeper 
at your favorite golf course. 
The Bio-C atalytic Cor­ 
poration, 
based in 
Fort 
Worth. Tex , produces the 
spray and has spent the last 
2*2 years testing it, mostly at 
Arkansas State University 
under the supervision of Leo 
D uclos. 
Test co-ordinator Jam es 
C 
M oody, 
a 
vocational 
agricultural instructor at 
Bald Knob, Ark., made this 
statement 
in a 
favorable 
report on the tests: 
“This chemical holds the 
greatest promise for solving 
som e of the problems of 
farm ing 
and 
in creasing 
yields of any chemical I have 
known of in many years of 
working with agriculture.” 
G ale 
Sm ith, 
head 
of 
marketing for the spray in 23 
states, most of them in the 
West, commented: 
“We are saying that our 
product will result in a 20 to 
50 per cent crop yield but in 
som e cases tests have shown 
an 
even 
higher 
yield, 
especially with sweet crops 
such as figs We are trying to 
keep our claim s down where 


they are believable ” 
Smith, born and reared on 
a 
farm 
in 
southeast 
Nebraska, makes no claims 
to scientific expertise but he 
obviously knows a lot about 
agriculture. 
The spray contains some 
zinc 
and 
magnesium 
but 
otherw ise its com ponents 
are secret and no attempt 
will be made to patent it 
since that would give away 
the formula. The company 
apparently has no fear that 
some researcher will come 
upon it by accident. 
“ It is a b io-catalytic, 
inorganic compound and it’s 
nonpollutant,” Smith said. 
“It has no kill potential like 
some acids that have been 
used 
on 
crops 
to 
spur 
growth.” 
Sure Grow and its twin, 
Super Dew, were accepted 
for 
m arketing 
by 
agricultural departments in 
37 states in a matter of three 
weeks, Smith says. 
Its effect is not clearly 
understood, he said, even by 
the men who produce it. 
“ It is not a fertilizer. It 
may be used in conjunction 
with 
w hatever 
fertilizer 
anyone is using. It will utilize 
better the nutrients in the 
soil and the qualities of the 
plant or crop, our tests show. 
It will result in a better root 
structure. 
Plants 
actually 
breathe 
and 
our 
product 
moves the nutrients through 
it. 
“We turn the plant on so it 
works harder all the time. 
“It does not always make 


the fruit or vegetable larger 
but it increases the yield of 
anything that’s green and 
grows 
We had 
tests 
on 
beefsteak 
tom atoes, 
a 
hybrid, and got twice as 
many tomatoes as the field 
had yielded but they were no 
larger. In the case of squash, 
though, the squash was 
larger. 
Cucum bers 
and 
squash will be larger. Let­ 
tuce will be a tighter head 
and will last longer on the 
shelf once it gets to the 
supermarket. Radishes are 
larger and sw eeter.” 
Sprayed from an airplane, 
a half gallon diluted with 
water will take care of an 
acre of farmland. 
“ The 
price 
is 
very 
econom ical 
— 
$7.50 
an 
acre,” Smith said. 
For household use, 
the 
package is a tw o-ounce 
container 
that 
can 
hp 
diluted 
to 
16 
eight-ounce 
bottles, a 64-1 ratio. 
Sm ith 
said 
the 
spray 
should be used within an 
eight-hour period after it is 
diluted because it will go 
flat. 
Tests are in progress in 
Ventura County, north of Los 
Angeles, on a parsley field 
under 
supervision 
of the 
W e s t e r n 
G r o w e r s 
Association. 
Initial results show a 20 
per cent increase in the yield 
and “a better cull rate,” 
Smith said. 
He explained 
that yellow stalks are culled 
out 
and 
only 
the 
green 
parsley is marketed. The 
cull rate was 2 per cent, he

Pick an evening 
when the temperature won’t 
go much below 40 degrees to 
help get the plant hardened 
to the cold. 
Dear Doc: Do all plants 
need dormant sprays? 
No. 
Dorm ant oils are 
primarily intended for insect 
problems that are difficult to 
control during the growing 
season 
with standard

se cticid e s. For exam p le, 


pecan phylloxera galls and 
euonymus scale are both 
most effectively controlled 
by spraying with a dormant 
soil 
solution 
during 
mid­ 
winter. Other plants, with no 
active insect problems, just 
don’t need the spray.

Installing a high pass filter 
on the antenna wires at the 
back of your TV set can help 
elim in ate 
television 
in 
terference from CB radios. 
This filter allows your set 
to receive TV signals, but it 
blocks out lower-frequency 
CB signals. It is important, 
however, to select the right 
kind of filter 
for either 
coaxial or twin-lead types of 
antenna wire. 
If the CB operator is in 
your neighborhood, you may 
lie able to get cooperation in 
taking care of the problem. 
The CB’er can install a low 
pass filter on the transm itter 
and elim in ate the high 
frequencies that cause TV 
interference.

There are other types of 


interference that can also 
affect your TV picture.

station. It usually affects TV

“dancing” on the screen to 
the tunes on the radio, not 
those on your TV's sound. 
Installation of an EM band 
rejectio n filter on your 
antenna wire at the back of 
the TV set is your answer, 
but again remember to buy 
one suited to your type of 
antenna wire. 
Perhaps the interference 
problem most difficult to 
solve is that of electrical 
interference. It can come 


from electric tools, ap ­ 
pliances, or even your car’s 
ignition system. 
Your 
p icture 
will 
be 
disturbed, and you’ll hear 
sizzling or buzzing noises on 
the TV. 
When this happens, your 
first step is to locate the 
source of the interference. 
Use a portable radio that is 
also affected, and carry it 
from room to room. 
The closer you get to the 
source of trouble, the louder 
the interference will sound. 
Or you 
can 
selectively 
switch off e le c tric al ap­ 
pliances 
until 
the 
in­ 
terference stops to identify 
the culprit. 
Unfortunately, finding the 
source of the problem is one 
thing, but correcting it is 
quite another. M odifying 
tools and appliances is a job 
for professionals. 
It may 
make more sense to avoid 
using a certain electrical 
device during viewing hours.

Both schools have had 
large attendance in their 
playoff games leading up to 
the state championship. 
Plano and Highland Park 
draw 37,005 fans to their 
q u arterfin al m eeting two 
weeks ago in Texas Stadium. 
On that sam e weekend, Port 
Neches-Groves and Houston 
Kashmere drew 38,570 fans 
for their quarterfinal bout. 
The state championship 
gam e is expected to draw at 
least 35,000 fans. 
The largest attendance for 
a high school football gam e 
in Texas was set in 1945 by 
Highland Park and Waco. 
That was back when Doak 
Walker and Bobby Layne 
were Highland Park heroes. 
That gam e drew 45,790. 
The 38,570 fans that wit­ 
nessed Port Neches-Groves 
and Houston Kashmere was 
the fifth largest attendance 
in Texas high school history. 
Plano and Highland P ark ’s 
37,005 
atten d an ce 
m ark 
ranks as the seventh all-time 
attendance mark. 
P o rt 
N ech es-G ro v es 
figures in eight of the largest 
crowds ever. 
They drew 
35,439 in 1976 against Spring 
B ranch M em orial, drew 
33,836 against LaPorte in the 
regionals this year, drew 
30,Duo against San Antonio 
C hurchill

semifinals, drew 28.851 fans 
against San Antonio Lee in

The Wildcats and Sherman 
tied for the co-championship 
but 
Plano 
won 
the 
representation rights to the 
playoffs 
in 
their 
14-14 
meeting in 13-AAAA play. 
Officials ruled both teams 
were tied in penetrations but 
Plano led in first downs by a 
sizeable margin. 
However, in reality, Plano 
trailed in penetrations, 3-2. 
Game films 
proved 
that 
Sherm an had the edge, 
however, the game films 
also showed that Bearcat 
q u a r t e r b a c k 
R a n d y 
Wessinger stepped out of 
bounds on a touchdown run. 
Sherman never filed an 
official protest of the game 
or an appeal of any kind. 
Coach Tommy Hudspeth 
feels Plano’s drive to the 
final hasn’t been without 
luck, but that they did earn 
their way. 


“ Plano has done a great 
job against each opponent 
with what they got. Odessa 
probably 
had 
a 
better 
football team but when you 
block two field goals and 
intercept a pass in the end 
zone, you deserve to win.’’ 
“ Port 
Neches-Groves is 
probably a better team but 
I’m not going to bet against 
them. Not after what they 
have done,’’ Coach Hudspeth 
said. 
Hudspeth knows well what 
Plano can do. The Wildcats 
trailed Sherman 
14-7 but 
quarterback 
Steve 
Ulmer 
scored with 26 seconds 
remaining to put Plano on 
the board, 
trailing 
14-13. 
Plano 
Coach 
Tommy 
Kimbrough conferred with 
officials on the statistics and 
based on their information 
that his team had the edge, 
Plano kicked an extra point 
for the tie, rather than run 
for the two point conversion. 


That 14-14 tie with Sher­ 
man is only one of two 
blemishes on the Wildcat 
record of 12-1-1. The other, a 
loss, was inflicted in the 
season opener by South 
Garland, 25-13. 
Plano lost four starters 
during the game - the entire 
starting secondary of John 
Gaddis. Steve Huber, Tim 
Lasher and Marty Melson. 
The W ildcats also com 
mitted two turnovers which 
led to South Garland scores. 
It was Plano’s debut in 
th eir new 
$2.75 m illion 
stadium. John Clark Field, 
and John Gaddis provided 
both Plano scores on runs of 
2 and 2 yards before leaving 
with his injury. 
Maybe Lady Luck is with 
the Wildcats. In their 14 
games, they trailed after the 
first quarter in three games, 
trailed at halftime in three 
games and trailed entering 
the fourth period in three 
games. However, Plano has 
only led from the start to 
finish in a game four times.

Wildcats face possibly the 
best balanced team in the' 
state Saturday at 2:30 p.m 
at Texas Stadium for the 
Class AAAA State Cham­ 
pionship. 
Port Neches-Groves is 
well-rounded in all areas, 
according to Plano Coach 
Tommy Kimbrough. 
“ As an overall team, they 
are the best we’ve faced.” 
Who are the standouts for 
the Indians, who stand 14-0 
on the season and won the 
state championship in 1975? 
Coach 
Kimbrough 
feels 
the team has many stand­ 
outs but points at five 
players as leading the pack 
Heading his list of stand­ 
outs 
are 
running back 
Justin Eicher, quarterback 
David Fry, split receiver 
Ron n ie 
D e lc a m b r e , 
linebacker Ted Brack and 
defensive 
tackle 
Bruce 
Miller. 
“ Eicher is an outstanding 
tailback,” Coach Kimbrough 
said. “ He weighs 190 lb. and 
is a power runner but also 
possesses speed to go along 
with his power.” 
Eicher has ll touchdown 
runs this season and 1220 
yards for a 7.2 average. 
Fry is a junior quar­ 
terback and weighs 165 lb. 
“ He is an outstanding 
passer,” Coach Kimbrough 
said. 
Fry has passed IOO times 
for IO touchdowns and 876 
yards. He has completed 47 
of those passes and thrown 
only four interceptions. His 
backup is senior Mitch 
Carter, 190 lb. Carter has 
thrown only nine passes and 
completed three for 58 yards 
and two touchdowns. 
Delcambre has been the 
prima donna for the Indians 
in the playoffs. The 160 lb. 
senior has IO touchdown 
receptions and has caught 24 
passes for 532 yards. He has 
caught six touchdown passes 
in the playoffs and two of 
those came last week in the 
19-0 semifinal win over San 
Antonio Lee. 
Defensively, Ted Brack is 
a 
concensus 
all-state 
linebacker. He was named to 
Dave Campbell’s Texas 
Football 
magazine’s 
prestigious 
high 
school 
squad. He tips the scales at 
197 lb. 
Bruce Miller, 235 lb., is the 
largest player on the roster 
for Port Neches-Groves. He 
anchors 
the 
impressive 
defensive line of the Indians 
which boasts an eight-man 
front. 
There are other players 
for Port Neches-Groves that 
will also play significant 
roles in the state cham­ 
pionship game. 
They are Howard Kern at 
offensive guard, a three- 
year starter weighing in at 


200 lb. Jeff Cooley at 213 lb. 
at guard is a two-year 
starter. 
Mark Moss at defensive 
end tips the scales at only 158 
lb. but his quickness allows a 
strong pass rush. He leads 
the Indians in quarterback 
sacks. 
Robert DeRutte is playing 
his first season of football 
since the ninth grade in the 
Indians’ secondary. He is 6-6 
and 192 lb. 
Fullback James Shipley is 
the team’s leading scorer 
with 16 touchdowns and a 5.2 
per carry average for 1182 
yards.
